TAFT ON CHINESE IMMIGRATION 


S 


ECRETARY T.AFT has recently delivered an import- 


ant opinion on the question of Immigration. 
He 


lays' 
"* 


"It is just that for the purpose of excluding or prevent- 


ing perhaps 100 Chinese coolies fiom slipping into this 
country against the law, wo should subject an equal nuni- 
bir of Chinese merchants and students of high character 
to an examination of such an inquisitorial, humiliating, 
insulting and physical uncomfortable character as to d!s-' 
couiege altogether the coming of merchants and students' 


"One of the great commercial prizes of the world Is the 


trade with the 400,000,000 Chinese. Ought we to throw 
away the advantage which we have by reason of Chinese 
natural filendship for us, and continue to enforce an un- 
justly severe law, and thus cieate in the Chinese mind a 
& sposltion to boycott the American trade and to drive our 
rnei chants from the Chinese shores, simply because we are 
afraid that we n-ay for the time lose the approval of cer- 
tain unreasonable and extieme popular leader" of Califor- 
nia and other coast states' 


Does the question not answer itself Is it not the duty 


of membeis of congress and of the executive to disregard' 
tbe unreasonable demands of a part of the community 
deeply prejudiced upon this subject in the far west, and 
insist on extending justice and courtesy to a people from 
whom we are deriving and are likely to derive such im- 
mense benefit in the way of International trade'",

It is fortunate for 
the country that thua early in his presidential campaign 
Secretary Taft so clearly alllgns himself -with the capital- 
istic side. For forty years the manufacturers have taxed 
the whole country for the ostensible purpose of giving good 
wages to labot, but now when they begin to reach out 
fpr the markets of the world they are willing to sacufice 
the wage earner to commercial advantages 
They insist 


that the goods made by coolies shall be shut out, but they 
are willing that the1 coolies themselves shall come in If 
the Chinese will come with love for our Institutions and 
loi the purpoe of identifying themselves with our future 
it would be a different question, but they preserve their 
Onentalism and form a permanently distinct class among 
vis Their presence is sure- to breed race troubles that will 
be moie hurtful^to tiade than any exclusion act can be 


Many of the Republican leaders will be in sympathy 


with the policy that will flood the countiy with rheap la-

bor, and an tmpeiial policy tends to give encouragement 
to the cheap labor proposition. 


The Chinese question is one that effects the whole coun- 


try, not the Pacific coat alone or the laboring men alone. 
It is true that the Pacific coats would feel the evil effects 
of Chinese immigration ^first, and it is al-so true that th'e 
laboring men would come Jnto Immediate ' contact with 
oriental labor, but In its ultimate influence the subject 
touches all parts of the country and reaches all classes. 
The question la whether we are going to build up a'strong, 
independent, upright and patriotic people and develop a 
civilization that will exert a helpful Influence on all the 
world, or whether we are going t,o/ be a greedy, grasping 
nation, forgetful of high iaeals and concerned only Jn mak- 
ing money.—The Commoner

An Ordinance to Fix, Impose and Col- 


lect a License Tax on Certain Trades, 
Busineae, Occupations, Callings and 
Amusements in the CiVy of Reno; to

do ordain' 
SECTION 1 
Every 
person, firm, 


corpoiation or association engaged-, jn 
carrying on, maintaining, pursuing, con- 
ducting or transacting-, or that hereafter 
engages In, cariies on, maintains, pur- 
sues, conducts 01 transacts in the City 
of Reno the tiade, business, occupa- 
tion, calling 
01 
pursuit hereinafter 


named, shall obtain iiom said city and 
shall pay theicfor the license herein 
specified 
SECTION 2 All licenses 
shall 
be 


taken out quaitetly, monthly, weekly 
or dally, as provided heiem and shall 
be paid for in advance. 


All licenses taken out pursuant to the 


requhements of this ordinance shall be 
posted and kept by the party or parties 
taking out the same in a conspicuous 
place or in or about the place of bus- 
iness of the person or persons, flim or 
corpoiation who obtain the same, and 
on demand, during the usual hours of 
business, must be shown to the officer 
whose duty it is to collect such license, 
and the officer whose duty it is to issue 
the same. 
SECTION 3. Any person, flim, asso- 


ciation or corporation 
whose duty it 


it shall be under the requhements of 
this oicllnance to take out a license who 
shall fall to do so at the time required, 
or within five days thereafter, shall pay 
as a penalty for such delay one dollat 
in addition to the original amount of 
such license, and shall be liable to a 
civil action for the recovery thereof 
with costs, and to a ctiniinal action 
whei em on conviction, he, she, they or 
It shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars 01 shall be im- 
prisoned in the city jail not to exceed 
fifty days, or both such fine and impris- 
onment. 


SECTION 4. All licenses piovided by 


this ordinance to be procured, shall be 
printed in appropriate form with mar- 
ginal stub attached, stitched together, 
bound in books, and shall be so piinted 
that on issuance the 
date, 
number, 


amount, class, business, trade, profes- 
sion licensed, and the name or names 
of the party or parties to whom the 
license is granted, and the time for 
which the same was granted, and be- 
fore issuance they shall be signed by 
the Mayor, or in his absence or inabil- 
ity to act, by the Mayor pro tern, and 
countersigned by the City Clerk. 


SECTION 5, The City 
Clerk, shall 


make diligent inquiry and examination 
as to all persons In the city liable to 
pay for licenses as provided in this or- 
dinance, and he is hereby empowered, 
and it shall be his duty to require each 
person to make a statement under oath 
or affirmation of the amount of busi- 
ness which he or the firm of which he 
is a member or for which he is agent 
or attorney, or the association or cor- 
poration of which he is President, Sec- 
retary or Managing or Resident Agent, 
have done or transacted during the last 
preceding month or quarter, as the 
case may be, in order to carry out the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


The City Clerk shall keep in his office 


«. set of books to be called the "City 
License Regtstiy," in which he shall 
enter the name or names of all parties 
to whom he issues licenses, the busi- 
ness, tiade or profession licensed, the 
time for which such license holds good, 
the date of their issue and expiration, 
and the amount received therefor, and 
he shall exhibit such book to the City 
Council of said city whenever required 
to do so. 


SECTION 6 The City Auditor shall 


keep an accurate account in a suitable 
book kept by him for that purpose, to 
be called the City License Book of all 
licenses issued to the City Clerk, the 
quarter, month, week or day, as the 
case may be, for -which issued, and the 
amount thereof The City Cleik shall, 
on the first Monday of each month 
return to the City Auditor all unused 
licenses leceived by him, and the City 
Auditor shall give the City Clerk credil 
for the same, and with the amount oi 
all moneys paid by the City Clerk to 
the City Treasurer upon exhibit of thp 
proper teceipt theiefor \shich the city 
Cleik shall take and delivei to the City 
Auditor, and the City Auditor shall 
upon obtaining the receipts of the City 
Treasurer for the city funds as pan" 
to him, chaige the City Treasurer witl 
the amount of money so leceiptec 
for The City Auditor shall submit sale 
city license book to the City Council of 
said city and make abstracts arid de- 
tailed statement whenever requested to 
do so by the City Council. 


SECTION 7. It shall be the duty of 


the City Clerk to report to the Cltj 
Council all paities who lave failed to 
take out licenses, as required by this 
ordinance, as soon as such party 01 
parties shall ha\e been delinquent five 
days, and theteupon the City Counci 
may instruct th» City Attoiney to insti- 
tute civil proceedings to recover the 
amount of such delinquency, with one 
dollar thereon added, as penalty, to- 
gether with costs of suit, but such civi 
proceedings shall not bo a bar to the 
criminal action in this oidinance pro- 
vided for.

night to meet Root again, and as fie 
latter is confident of his ability to de- 
feat Hart, and his backers feel the 
same way, the fight may become a 
reality of the near future. 


After the battle neither of the men 


were much the worse for their en- 
gagement. Root has a slight discol- 
oration about the solar plexus and a 
brulaed cheek, which he received by 
bumping against 
Hart's shoulder In 


the tenth round. Hart has a slight cut 
on hlg lip, but aside from this the 
fighters are none the worse for their 
experience. 


Testerday's flght developed the fact 


that Hart has a temper which may 
some day lose him a vicory. Several 
times in the engagement 
yesterday 


he ebchibttetr a chalori 
which 
his 


friends excuse as a boyish freak. 


Root scarcely changed countenance 


yesterday during the flght. He was the 
aggressor in most of the rounds, and 
fought with the cool deliberation of a 
veteran He took good care to watch 
Halt's 
right, 
which the Kentuckian 


uses to best advantage. Hart missed 
many vicious swings. It was one of 
these full swings which landed home 
at an opportune time and put^the qui- 
«tus upon the Chicago man. " 


It may be said in Justice to the men 


that they both fought a hard flght. 
They entered the ring thinking that 
they would win, and were sincere on 
the belief. 


Many of those at the ringside be- 


lieve that had the flght been- held un- 
k<3er a cover that it would have gone 
considerably longer. At the time Hart 
delivered he fatal punch. Root was 
facing the sun, and he says lie did 
not see the blow coming. It is reas- 
onable to presume that this Is true, 
in the light of the events which fol- 
lowed. 


Both men went a fast pace through-

O'KEEPB WANTED TO BET. 


Daniel O'Keefe sent word to the 


ring that he would bet $5000 on Nel- 
son, and Colonel Brady, very prompt- 
ly announced that he would take the 
bet. 


As the fighters made their way to 


the ring, Root in advance, followed 
by Nelson, Clan McKenzle, Teddy Al- 
exander and J. McKay, who took their 
places in his corner as his seconds the 
band struck up a hot tune Hart fol- 
lowed closely, wearing the colors of 
the Reno 
Wheelmen's 
Club, and a 


gown bearing the insignia of the dug 
and received a big ovation.

stomach, and had the Louisville boy in 
distress several times.

CONFIDENCE IN ROOT. 


"I firmly believe still that Root can 


beat Hart. Every wind seemed to fa- 
vor Hart.

SHERIFF FERREL HANDLES 


CROWD. 


Not a hitch occurred in the pro- 


ceedings at the ringside. The crowd 
was handled by Sheriff Ferrel an 3 
his numerous deputies in an admirable 
manner. Deputy sheriffs were placed 
in the various sections of the am- 
phitheater by Mr. Ferrel and every 
one secured the seat he purchased. No 
disturbance of any kind occurred in 
the building and the crowd was 'han- 
dled expeditiously. 


JUST A TOUCH OF NATURE. 
After the fight a little episode oc- 


curred which shows a strong human 
interest side of the fighting game. 


Hart, with a number of riends, was 


seated in a box in the Golden dining 
room when Root walked past. Hart 
hailed hia vanquished rival, with: 


"Say, Jack, come in." 
Root walked in and extended his 


hand with, "How are you Marvin?" 


"I want another chance." 
"Well, Jack, you can have it," re- 


plied Hart. "I will fight you tomorrow 
if you like or any old time you say. I 
am ready to make a match any time." 


With this victor and 
vanquished 


parted company, after taking a drink 
of mineral water as an expression of 
good fellowship." 


GAVE GOOD ADVICE. 


WTille the men were fighting in some 


of the hottest rounds, Hart several 
times complaine'd to Jeffries that Root 
was not breaking clean. Hart would 
put up his hands and show Jeffries 
that he was not holding1 on, that he 
was trying to break clean. 


But Jeffries was inclined to draw 


no fine discriminating lines. He told 
Hart In ,very plain English that was 
audible to- all about the ring: 


"Put up your hands and protect 


yourself." 


GOOD WORDS FOR HART. 


Colonel Martin Brady, 
discussing 


the fight said: 


'It was the best fight I have ever 


witnessed. Hart won like a man and 
I see no cause for any complaint. I 
was a Root man, and bet my money 
on the losing fighter Had the ring 
been covered I think there would 'have 
teen a different story to tell. Hart 
had the benefit, of thirty days' train- 
ing here and was thoroughly accli- 
mated. Root rame fresh from the cool 
canyons around Ogden and when the

head and shoulders it naturally sap- 
ped the strength from him. Hart is 
certainly entitled to the honor he won
